Inthe scene where, to save Nannetta’s life, she discloses 
herself to Weimar ; that in which she compasses her child’s escape, 
and in the last scene, her acting was inimitable, and commanded the 
rapt and tearful attention of her audience, which was only interrupted 
by fervent applause. Harriet Cawse was as pleasing as ever in Nan- 
neita, but she omitted her song, ‘I won’t be a Nun,’ which we cer- 
tainly should have reminded her of had we not observed her throat was 
muffled up. 

‘The new Opera La Somnambula, which was to have been performed 
last night for the first time in this country, for the Benefit of Signor 
Rubini, was postponed till next Thursday; the excuse alledged was 
the indisposition of Taglioni, but we heard, that that was not the 
real cause. 

The appeal cause, in the House of Lords, Kemble against Harris, 
which was again postponed in consequence of the death of Lady Eldon, 
has we understand been appointed to be argued on the 28th instant. 
On the result of this appeal, and the consequent arrangement between 
the resident proprietors of Covent Garden and Mr. Harris, depend 
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the ratification of a great many engagements for the ensuing season. 
It is proposed to collect a strong tragic force, consisting of Miss Kem- 
ble and her father, Young, Macready, aod two.or three auxiliaries 
who have fought with distinction, under the banner of Melpomene in 
the proviuces, which would enable tle managers to prodace the dramas 
of Shakspeare in a style not unworthy of their divine author. 

The musical world has just sustained a great loss by the death of 
Thomas Greatorex, Esq. F.R.S. Organist of Westminster Abbey, 
Conductor of his Majesty’s Autient Concert, &e; he died at Hampton 





on Monday, in his 74th year. 


It is a disputed point whether the late Sir Thomas Lawrence did 
not make an attempt on the stage about 1787, a matter not cleared 
up by his biographers,. ‘The Duke of Devonshire has the late John 
Kemble’s play bills, sud the name of Lawrence inserted in Kemble’s 
writing opposite the part of Philaster, printed to be performed by a 
gentleman his first appearance, ‘The question is whether it was Major 
Lawrence or his brother Sir Thomas. It is indisputable that the latter 
had once a strong predilection for the stage.
